The eight hour u:iy must Justify it- 


self cfouoiujcaily—that is, it iisust con- 
duce to large nr.d ct-o::o!:.ii"J produc- 
tion. It may be justified though the ar- 
gument on which Jt is tfrmicidcd may 
be worthless. The objwiioa of employ- 
era that the reduction uf the working 
day from ton to eight hours means a 
reduction of oufr-cr.h m i/ixxltu-t:wi or 
would involve au addition of oue-fourih 
to the number of ineii employed is not 
at all coiiviuciajj. because the working 
day has in past years been reduced 
from twelve or lifteen to nine or ten 
hours, with increased production and 
decreased cost. Whether the reduction 
can be carried further is a matter of 
fact to be ascertained only bj practical 
tests. On the other hai:d. the eight 
hour day is generally demanded on the 
ground that it would increase the 
amount of wages paid by Increasing 
the number of men employed or tho 
number of days the men work. If it 
should have this effect, it would in- 
crease the cost of production and be 
economically condemned. 


Ten years ago Mather &. Platt of 


Manchester, England, manufacturers 
of machinery, with about 1,200 employ- 
ees, reduced the working time in their 
shops from fifty-five to forty-eight 
hours per week, a reduction of nearly 
13 per cent. The experiment was con- 
ducted for a year, and a skilled statis- 
tician was employed to give his whole 
time to collating facts and statistics 
and other data bearing upon the ques- 
tion. It was found that the ratio of 
wages to the value of product increased 
only .04 per cent, and prices were low. 
Had prices been normal a part or 
all of this small increase would hare* 
disappeared. On the other hand.1 there 
was a saving of .04 per cent in pro- 
portion to the value of the product 
in wear and tear, gas, fuel, etc. The 
proportion of lost time to total time 
was reduced from 2.46 per cent to .4(i 
per cent. The actual time was great- 
er than this because the absence of 
some of the men reduced the 
effi- 


ciency of other men who were present, 
but this does not admit of statistical 
measurement. The piece workers lost 
in wages only 1.41 per cent for the 
whole year and this in a decreasing ra- 
tio. In the first four months they lost 
1.76 per cent and in the last four 
months only 78 per cent 
Some of 


the rates of pay for piece work were 
reduced during the year. Making al- 
lowance for this, the decrease in piece 
workers' earnings for the year wa= 
only .05 per cent. This slight reduc- 
tion in their earnings shows a Slight 
reduction in their production, but the 
total output of the establishment in 
the trial year was greater than in 
previous years, which proves that the 
men working by the day produced 
more in forty-eight hours a week than 
in fifty-five hours*. 


The experiment was so satisfactorj 


that the eight hour day has been main 
tained in that establishment ever since. 
—Philadelphia Record.

Chiia Slavery In the STortli. 


A great deal has been -written of late 


about child labor in the sou~i and espe- 
cially by our esteemed northern con- 
temporaries. It is unfortunately a fact 
that little children are employed in 
some of the southern cotton mills who 
ou§ht to be at school and who are be- 
ing deprived of their childhood. But in 
a recent number of McClure's Maga- 
zine Mr. Francis H. Nichols directs at- 
tention to child labor In a northern 
state, compared with whom those of 
the south enjoy a life -of ease and 
pleasure. These unhappy little toilers 
are in the anthracite region of Penn- 
sylvania and number nearly 30,000, ot 
whom 24,000 are boys who wort foi 
the mining companies and the othet 
Kirls who work in textile mills estab- 
lished in the mining region in order to 
utilize this cheap labor. Thus the pop- 
ulation of the mining region is becom- 
ing more and more densely ignorant, 
bitterly hating their employers, but 
knowing nothing beyond coal mining 
and for this reason absolutely at the 
mercy of pitiless corporations.—Balti- 
more Sun. 


Not Wanted In St. 


The National Building Trades Coun- 


cil and tho Labor Compendium, both 
with headquarters in St. Louis, have 
joined in a circular letter to the build- 
ing crafts of the country to -pay no at- 
tention to advertisements calling for 
artisans and laborers in the building 
lines to come to St. Louis." The letter 
states that the city is overcrowded 
with workmen who can get no work 
to do and that "St. Louis is being flood- 
ed with nonunion and unskilled labor 
to work on world's fair buildings. Two- 
third'; of the members of several un- 
ions nre now idle." 


Chlonpro Woodworker*' Agreement. 


The woodworkers employed by the 


Mill Mon's association liavc been grant- 
ed a substantial wage increase, but in 
return hnve jriven up tho right to go on 
a sympathetic strike. The new agree- 
inert raises tho minimum waw for 
bench nnil wood men to 28 ct-nts au 
hour and that of the wood carvers to 
30 cent a :in hour. It affects between 
1,800 and '-,000 men and moans an ag- 
gregate yenrly increase of $150,000.

"No one dreams that public owner- 


ship or control of public utilities'or any 


will be exercised by the judges, with 
the executives and legislators as mere 
figureheads in carrying on the govern- 
ment. It is time to call a halt." 


Judge Tuiey has been thirty years oa 


the bench and Is famous as a jurist, 
sage and philosopher. 


Judge William M. Springer of Wash- 


ington says: 


"It has been settled' by the highest 


courts in the country by numerous de- 
cisions, and the doctrine is no longer 
controverted, that workmen or employ- 
ees possess the right to quit work sin- 
gly or in a bo'Sy by preconcert of agree- 
ment, provided only that they do not 
interfere with the rights of others, 
whether coemployees, employers or the 
public. 


"They bave a right to seek an in- 


crease in wages by all peaceable 
means, and meetings and combinations 
to that end if unaccompanied by 
threats, violence, disorder or attempts 
to coerce are lawful. They may agree 
in a body that they -will not work be- 
low certain rates, and a strike to this 
end, unaccompanied by any of the fore- 
going elements, is not an offense. 


"The doctrine laid down by tbe New 


York courts is this: 'The law permits 
workmen at least within a limited ter- 
ritory to combine together and by 
peaceable means to seek any legitimate 
advantage in their trade. The increase 
of wages is such an advantage. The 
right to combine involves of necessity 
the right to persuade all colaborers to 
join in tlie action, 


" 'This right to persuade colaborers 


involves the right to persuade new em- 
ployees to join the combination. This 
is but a corollary of the "right of com- 
bination." It is a well recognized doc- 
trine that the right to issue temporary 
injunctions should be exercised with 
great caution and never except in case 
of urgent necessity and where the acts 
enjoined are unlawful or amount to a 
nuisance.' 


"Applying the law as above stated to 


the language of the injunction issued 
by Judge Adams, it clearly appears 
that he has exceeded his authority. 
The parties against whom the injunc- 
tion was directed were the authorized 
representatives of the firemen and 
trainmen of the railroad company. 
They had a right as such agents to or- 
der a strike. In doing this they were 
merely exercising the authority con- 
ferred on them by their colaborers. 


"They also had tho right to persuade 


their colaborers to desist from work, 
and they had the lawful right to induce 
their colaborers and new employees by 
all peaceable means to desist from 
work. Hence in so far as Judge Adams 
sought by injunction to prevent such 
acts he exceeded his authority." 


Biff BO»«CB' Organization. 


A movement is on foot for the or- 


ganization of employers throughout the 
country for the purpose of counteract- 
ing the influence of the vast labor un- 
ion Interests. The magnitude of the 
undertaking can hardly be overesti- 
mated. It is designed to take in all of 
the leading employers of labor in tbe 
entire United States, and not only are 
strikes inducted in the general pro- 
gramme, but the eight hour day, which 
is so dear to the labor heart, is also one 
of the objects of consideration. It ia 
proposed to organize the employers on 
exactly the same basis as the employed 
and to fight fire with fire. The unique 
idea of taking tha principles of the la- 
bor organizations and reversing them 
for use by capital has been under dis- 
cussion for some time.

This strike has attracted widespread 


! attention, uot only among the respec- 
j tive crafts involved, but among the 


rank and file of oiganized labor gener- 
ally. It has thoroughly tested the 


I strength of labor unionism and. it is 
j claimed, proved that "in union there is 
| strength." The officials of the Interna- 


I tional Association of Machinist-:, who 


I are located in this city; tiip Internation- 
al Union of Boiler Makers and Ship- 
builders and the Brotherhood of Klack- 
smiths are naturally concerned, work- 
men to the number of 1,000 affiliated 
with those organizations being in- 
volved in the dirlk-ulty. 


According to statements of the offi- 


cials of the machinists' union, the 
strikers have not manifested the slight- 
est desire to yield to their employers 
and are, as a'body, firmer tod.iy than 
at the time the strike was inaugurated. 
The workmen affected by the difficulty 
are paid weekly strike benefits by their 
respective international bodies and are 
receiving financial aid from other or- 
ganizations aud those persons who are 
in sympathy with them. 


From a labor viewpoint it cannot be 


said that the difficulty has uot been 
productive of good. When the strike 
was inaugurated, the railroad officials 
were loath, it is said, to recognize the 
union employee when considering the 
affairs of the company, but they finally 
relented and extended the hand of fel- 
lowship to the officials of tbe interna- 
tional labor unions with which the 
strikers are affiliated and made known 
their desire to have the difficulty adju- 
dicated. Subsequently there have been 
several conferences between the strike 
leaders and the officials of the railroad, 
but at none could the conferees agree 
upon any definite plan. A conference 
was recently held iu Omaha, the stnk- 
ers being represented by men of their 
immediate organization and several of 
the international officers of the various 
bodies. The latter were present in re- 
sponse to an invitation extended 'to 
them by the railroad officials at a pre- 
vious meeting. This last conference 
was also productive of no agreement, 
both parties remaining steadfast to 
their convictions, and as a result the 
trouble is in a very entangled st.ite. 


The principal causes of the strike are 


that tbo union officials tire unalterably 
opposed to the premium system of 
work, the men preferring to labor by 
the day; that the strikers believe they 
should receive an advance in salary of 
at least 15 per cent: that a new bjstem 
of shop rules should be framed and 
regulations as to the number of ap- 
prentices that should be employed be 
established. 


According to un official of tlie ma- 


chinists' association, the railroad men 
are desirous of inaugurating the pre- 
mium system, which has been tbe topic 
of much discussion at all the confer- 
ences, and have expressed u williiut- 
ne«s to grunt the increase of pay and to 
frame a new set of shop rules and reg- 
ulations regarding the employment of 
apprentices upon the condition that the 
strikers shall acquiesce in so far us the 
premium system is concerned. 


The officials of tbe machinists offer 


several objections to the premium sys- 
tem, 
the principal one being that it 


tends to urge men to produce to their 
utmost capacity and ability, thus rap- 
idly wearing them out mentally nnd 
physically and in the end to suffer n 
reduction in wages. It is declared that 
::s the men increase their output the 
company would unquestionably reduce 
tbe rate of pay agreed upon, as Las 
been done, it is declared, m instances 
wherein tbe premium system lias been 
practiced. 
The 
union 
officials 
also 


point out that in hurry ing to niako 
largo pay the work turned out by the 
men would not bo of as fine a quality 
as produced under tbe present method. 


In other words, the labor leaders de- 


clare that there is no viability or relia- 
bility in tlie system proposed, for 
where men have labored under tbe pre- 
mium plan there has been a continual 
cluing^ in wages and conditions, a 
workman having no knowledge from 
day to day what hia Income will be the 
following day.

Each member of the New Hamp- 


shire delegation in congress has re- 
ceived from the secretary of 
the 


navy a letter in -which be explains 
•why no one of the battleships au- 
thorized by the late congress can be 
sunned New Hampshire, as requested 
by the delegation. One reason is 
that the president, who has the final 
•ay in the matter of naming the big 
•bipe, had pranjlseti the 
Vermont 


delegation to give one of them the 
dame of that state before the appli- 
cation! of the New Hampshire dele- 
gation was made, and be did not 
think that two New England states 
should be Included in one authoriza- 
tion of names. Another is, that the 
president "was inclined to view the 
Keftraarge as the practical 
equiva- 


lent 
ot a battleship named after 


New Hampshire," a$ she "has al- 
ways been considered practically a 
New Hampshire ship, and la 
the 


public mind has been associated with 
that state," and the gift to the Kear- 
sarge came 
from cltitens of New 


Hampshire. 


So did a similar gift to the Alaba- 


ma come 
from 
citizens of 
New 


Hampshire, but the 
Alabama was 


certainly not the practical equivalent 
of a battteehlp named in honor of 
New Hampshire. 


The battleship Kearsarge was not 


named in honor of New Hampshire, 
but, as the 
Congressional 
Record 


»how», in honor of the sloop-of-war 
of the same name, which destroyed 
the famous Confederate cruiser Ala- 
bama. And the first Kearsarge was 
not named in honor of New Hamp- 
shire. She waa named by a Ports- 
mouth-born lady, a daughter of for- 
mer Governor Levi Woodbury, and 
wife of Gustavus V. Fox, assistant 
secretary of the navy 
during 
the 


Civil war, after a New Hampshire 
mountain that she much admire»d. 


This first Kearsarge was but one 


of scores of little gunboats built at 
that time, and named after 
rivers 


and mountains and- lakes, and towns 
and cities and Indian chieftains; and 
Khe would long ago have dropped out 
of the world's record but for the fact 


she was one of the combatants

CHItl AND THE "DOCTRINE."

Chili l» the most progressive of the 
South American republics; Valpar- 
aiso is the metropolis of Chili, and 
the Heraldo im the leading paper of 
Valparaiso. The conductors of such 
a paper should by this time nave 
something near a correct idea of 
what the Monroe doctrine means, 
but in a recent issue the 
Heraldo 


said: 


"South! America ought to quietly 


notify the United States that 
she 


does not seek the Monroe doctrine's 
protection but her own. She should 
also notify Europe thus: 'We cannot 
decorously continue to be regarded 
u Turks. That is to say, we are not 
outside the international law prac- 
tised by the greater powers among 
themselves.' 
It is our • paramount 


3uty to'nlace ourselves in a (worthy 
position" before the 
world. 
South 


America'ought to renounce the in- 
visible benefits of the stalled doc- 
trine." 


The 
Heraldo 
writer 
evidently 


thinks the "co-called doctrine" waa 
conceived; and formulated, and has 
been 
maintained for 
more 
than 


three-quarters of a century, for the 
especial benefit and protection of the 
South1 'American republics; and he 
would have them now renounce the 
aforesaid: benefits 
and 
protection, 


and go It alone, so to speak, in the 
game of world politics. South Am- 
erica can give the United States any 
notiflcsttott it chooses, in regard to 
the Monroe ""doctrine; but it cannot 
set the doctrine? aside, 
any 
more 


than Europe can. Aa -its primary 
aim and intent was the protection of 
this country from European aggres- 
sion, and the protection, which is un- 
deniably afforded the South Ameri- 
can republics "has been merely inci- 
dental, It would not be abandoned by 
the United States even' though, every 
Soi<th 
American republic 
should 


serve notification that its protection 
was no longer desired. If they are 
tired of it, this country is not; and 
if they think they can get 
on 
all 


right without it, this country thinks 
it still of vital importance. 
They 


were not consulted in" regard to its 
promulgation, their aid 
has 
never 


been asked to sustain It, and their 
disapproval of it now 
would 
not 


cause its abandonment. 


As a fact, not one of them—not 


even Chili—would be willing to have 
this country give it up; 
they 
all 


know that it baa saved them 
from 


loss of territory, although it has not 
protected them—as it was never in- 
tended to protect them—from being 
called to account for violations of in- 
ternational law, and they will con- 
tinue to rely upon it until they be- 
come many times stronger and bet- 


ter governed than they are now or 
ever have been.

will be rattled to and fro constantly. 
For instance, a kitchen Is here not a 
kitchen, but a "laboratory of cooking." 
Young persons from the country, who. 
perclinnce. kuow their work fairly well, 
but who "lack style," will be taken up 
like American singers in Paris and 
licked into shape and turned out finish 
ed artists in the all important mattei 
of stj'Ie. 
While cooks, housemaids, 


laundresses and seamstresses will con- 
stitute the bulk of those graduated 
from the establishment, young men 
will also be tauglit their perfect duties 
as 
coachmen, 
butlers, valets' aud 


grooms, likewise cooks and waiters.

Being a school of 
service, men must be admitted to the 
institution to some extent. It is agree- 
able to know also that white students 
will not be discriminated against in 
Mr. Jordan's college, but will be ad- 
mitted ou equal terms with colored.
